Pool Halls and the Police 


[R. WILL ATKINS called attention to a timely public 
•issue at yesterday's luncheon of the Kiwanis club— 


the clanger besetting young boys who hang around public 
poolrooms—but we disagree with Mr. Atkins' solution of the 
problem. 


Hope might close up her public games, but there is no

"peculiar," and the history of every similar move indicates 
that what is done hastily will certainly be reversed in a very 
'few years.

To a'd.iilt men' it'is a | place of recreation, good, bad and indif- 
ferent.!! The Editor of The Star doesn't happen to play pool 
or billiards;,buliihe has perfectly respectable friends who do,

.On the'bther Hand, this same resort of grown men consti- 


tutes, a menacfe (to youths and boys. 
Every civilized com- 


munity' recogriizes-tlfat, and American cities are severe in 
their regulation barring minors from public poolrooms. 
•i 
The Hope police, since this issue has been brought to 


'public attention,nought to take it upon themselves to shake 
clown the local poolrooms and find out just how many minors 
'are'actually found there. It is our impression that Hope has 
.Jan tfhusually high type of poolroom, with intelligent and re- 
'sponsible operators. But the presence of minors is an ever- 
lasting' danger confronting this particular business. 
It is 


up'to the city police to take care of a situation whose respon- 
sibility falls directly upon the city government. 


In passing, it should be said that the most significant 


comment revealed at yesterday's Kiwanis luncheon was the 
statement by the Rev. Francis Buddin, pastor of First Meth- 
odist church. The Rev. Mr. Buddin pointed out the shortage 
of public recreational facilities, and said: 
"If I entered into 


a campaign to close the pool halls I would have to do so re- 
luctantly because the churches haven't provided something 
better in the way of recreational advantages." 


Mr. Buddin takes too large a measure of blame. 
The 


problem is allied with the churches, but the financial respon- 
sibility rests upon the entire city. 
Hope has no supervised 


public playgrounds. 
The demand for safe and sane recre- 


ation is met in a satisfactory manner in very few Arkansas 
Cities. 


Hope is getting to be a good-sized city, and the problem 


of public recreation will become increasingly pressing. The 
Star has already suggested the construction of a public nata- 
torium for water sports in the summer. The same program 
should include small play fields, at least one in each ward. It 
\vas an Arkansas city, Paragould, which was one of the first 
in the Southwest to win the support of the Harmon Found- 
ation for an endowed playground program. Hope ought to 
follow the same system and acquire for public use now the 
lands which a few years hence will be too costly. 


The Problem of Pneumonia 


WHENEVER the dangerous diseases that carry off vic- 
* 
tims by the thousand every year are mentioned, thu 


average man thinks at once of such maladies as tuberculosis, 
cancer and diabotes. 
But R. H. Hutchison, widely-known 


biochemist, points out in the current issue of The American 
Druggist that pneumonia, in the United States, is second only 
to heart disease among all cau.ses of death. 


In New York state, for instance, the death rate for pneu- 


monia per 100,000 persons is near 110, while tuberculosis— 
supposedly a much greater scourge—is below 75. 


Medical science is making progress in its war on pneu- 


monia, but Mr. Hutchison points out that much work remains 
to be done. 


Two very valuable serums have been devised by scien- 


tists at the Harvard Medical School, and if pneumonia is 
treated within the first day or so with either of these the suf- 
ferer's chance for .survival is more than 50 per cent better 
than was the case a decade ago. 


However, the problem is complicated by the fact that 


there are, roughly speaking, four types of pneumonia. Type 
one and type two, as the physicians group them, can be treat- 
ed with the serums with ascertain degree of effectiveness; 
but no effective serums have yet been found for types three 
and four. 
Furthermore, it has been discovered that the germs ot 


the disease are often present in the mouth of a healthy per- 
son. 
Science still has much to learn about the. malady. 


Mr. Hutchison points out that prompt treatment is es- 


sential in pneumonia. 
The symptoms—an early chill, a pain 


in the chest or side, a rapid rise in temperature and a racking 
cough—are danger signals demanding that a doctor must be 
summoned at once.

WASHINGTON—Speculation at this 


time about the 1932 presidential cam- 
paign is much like worrying 
over 


what the weather will be next Fourth 
of July, but there's plenty of it to 
be heard, just the same. The odds 
are on Hoover lo succeed himself, of 
course, and the probability is that 
they will never change. 


The persistent Coolidge rumor is a 


strange thing and it will be odd, to 
say the least, if Cal is able again to 
worry Hoover and his followers after 
the way he kept them sweating and 
guessing in 1927 and 1928. Hoover and 
his friends have an infinite capacity 
for worrying. They have seemed to 
be making an obvious attempt to be- 
little Cal ever since March 4. 


About the time Coolidge said, "1 


do not choose to run," the story start- 
ed that he had an idea of being n 
candidate in 1932. Lately, with the 
report that he would run for senator, 
in Massachusetts next year, the yarn 
has become more virulent, 
finally 


leading to Senator Pat Harrison's re- 
marks on the floor. In the preced- 
ing fortnight your correspondent had 
heard the Coolidge presidential possi- 
bility seriously discussed by a large 
Republican campaign contributor, one 
of the best known Republican politi- 
cians and a 
foreign 
ambassador— 


among others. 


But business will have to be pretty 


bad before the grip on renomination, 
which nearly every president has, is 
lost by Hoover. Bill Vare hopes for 
an 
opportunity 
to 
knife 
Hoover, 


claiming privately that Hoover prom- 
ised to help his senatorial ambitions 
in return for his distinguished 
ser- 


vices at Kansas City last year. Na- 
tional Committeeman Louis K. Lig- 
gett of Machachusettes, a friend of 
Coolidge, is said to be very much 'off 
Hoover. 


There are other isolated situations, 


including a reported soreness in New 
York City since the market crash. A 
few of the "backward states," as Joe 
Grundy calls them, might easily pick 
anti-Hoover delegates in 1932. Hoo- 
ver has few friends among the sena- 
tors. 
Somebody 
might conceivably 


come along and buy 
the 
southern 


delegations out from under him. 


But it would take a combination of 


these factors seriously to menace Hoo- 
ver when nomination time comes near 
and there is plenty of time to solidify 
the president's position. 
If business 


went to pot at the wrong lime of 
course, an insistent call might develop 
for Coolidge. 
But no one expects 


thai. 
Meanwhile, Ihe Democrats are 


talking about Owen D. Young.

Virginia-born British noblewoman, 
iss Joce P h i s is pictured abovo v.-ith Reginald 


Different Ways 


To Compute Fees 


Move Now Started Would 


Standardize Methods 


of Registration. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. Dec. 27—A 


movement has just been launched in 
Washington for the standardization of 
the various methods of automobile 
registration throughout teh United 
States. 


A comparison of the 
manner 
in 


which the forty-eight states compute 
the license fees for motor vehicles 
shows that there arc sixteen different 
methods. 


It is planned to "sell" the standard- 


ization-registration fee idea to the 
various state legislatures much in the 
manner that the model municipal traf- 
fic ordinances and the uniform state 
traffic code of the national conference 
and street highway safety is being 
"sold" for adoption by state and muni- 
cipal lawmakers. 


Following is a list of the sixteen 


methods used in arriving at registra- 
tion fees: 


Horsepower, fourteen states. 
Net weight, ten states. 
Net weight and horsepower, five 


states. 


Gross weight and horsepower, three 


stales. 


Cross weight, five states. 
Net weight plus times registered, 


one state. 


Net weight plus a flat 
rate, one 


state. 


Gross weight plus a flat rate, ona 


state. 


Net weight and value, one state. 
Net weight; H. P., plus factory price, 


one state. 


Net weight, H. P., factory price, plus 


times registered, one state. 


Manufacturer's list price, one state.. 
Cash price, one state. 
Flat rate, three slates. 
Cubic inch displacement, one stale. 
Value based upon 10 per cent de- 


preciation each year up to eight years, 
one stale.

CHICAGO—Chicago has broken the ' 


power of its gangs. Underworld rule I 
has come to an end. The dynasty of 
beer barons, racketeers and pineapple 
artists is definitely on the wane. 


The underworld 
is still busy, of 


course. Liquor is still being made and 
distributed. 
Rival gangsters are still 


' 
Shooting one another down. 
Bombs 


Still go off now and then. 


But the worst is over. The under- 


world is no longer unabashed and de 
fiant. Instead i tis a muchly harassec 
and discouraged underworld, viewin 
with sad perplexity a state's attorney' 
Office that means business and a polic 
force that really make arrests.

Ste'rs are leaving the city permanently 
seeking greener pastures in Florida 
where they

The man most qualified to speak, 


probably, is Patrick Roche, special in- 
vestigator for the state's attorney's 
.office, former ace of the federal intel- 
ligence service and a hard-hitting law 
enforcer. It is on Roche's shoulders 
that most of the responsibility for 
cleaning up Chicago has fallen. 


"The gang's power has been defi- 


'nitely broken." Roche says. "The big- 


. gest thing we've done is suppress vice 


and gambling. That leaves the liquor 
traffic as practically the only source 
of income for 
the gangs—and that 
isn't enough. 


"Al Capone. for example, is through 


here. It's probable that whe nhe gets 
out of prison in Philadelphia he won't 
even come back to Chicago. 
He'll
